Belva A. B. Lockwood Was 


the. Only Woman Candi- 


date for President.

Washington, May'13—Mrs. Helva A. 


B. Lockwood, the first woman admitted 
to practice in tho superior court, n 
pioneer In woman suffrage and the 
only woman candidate for president, 
died here today. 
- Mrs. Lockewoocl had herself told the 
anecdote of how she bocumc one of 
'the first women In thlfl country to I 


spirited controversy, was admitted to 
practice before the supremo court of 
tho District of Columbia. 


"I never stopped fighting," she «ald 


"My cause was tho cause of thous- 
ands of women. I drew un n. bill ad- 
mitting women to practice nt tho bar 
of the United Slates supremo court, 
and I had It passed." 


Tills victory made her widely ac- 


claimed. Sho herself, was the first wo- 
man to take advantage of tho now 
law and at the age of 49 was.admitted 
to the blithest court in the land. 
'.She won several notable legalbattles 
including tho cases of the 
Eastern 


Cherokees vs tho United Slates, 
In 


which "she secured a settlement of 
?0,000,000 for tho Indians. 


During President Oarfleld's admin- 


istration she made an unsuccessful ap- 
plication for the Brazilian mission.

Jf any person shall, during tlmo of 


war, enter npon any field, garden, 01 
land of another, sown, planted, or cul- 
tivated with grain, vegetables, fruit 
article of food, or substance used In 
the preparation of food, with intent to 
retard or injure the, growth

same, or shall cut, carry away, or In- 
jure any growth or product of tho soil 
of such field, garden, or land, ho shall 
lie fined not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or bo imprisoned not exceeding 
one year, or both.
